It’s about Daniel and Kurt Kilgore, brothers. Kurt is a secret agent, 
Daniel is а priest--together, they form HAUNT. You'll be hearing 
much more about this very soon. We’re finally moving along at a 
good clip on the book.

Since the clone has been sitting in place 
for at least several minutes, there is no explanation why they don’t know 
which is which. The premise of their little game doesn’t make sense! 


The concept is dependent on their arrogance to sell it. Also, they’re 
clones, they’re identical, one isn’t really inferior to the other... they 
just think that way. Now, they BOTH remember sitting in a chair, 
they both remember the process, they both remember setting things 
up to be cloned. | would imagine there’s a bit of disorientation 

that comes from the process--and then being too arrogant to even 
consider you may be the clone covers the rest. It makes sense-- 
shut up. 


2) Oliver. The man speaks the truth. 


It's one of the many things that makes mainstream superhero comics 
suck so much. Like, at any time he felt like, Batman could have saved 
thousands and thousands of lives by performing a little snip-snap on the 
Joker’s neck.

Oliver’s attitude towards bad guys is often seen in edgier, more violent 
comic books, but it’s rarely shown through the eyes of someone so 
young; it comes across as simultaneously mature and naive. | don’t know 
if Cecil’s comment on people not being used to seeing young people 
doing such things was meant to be a meta-textual comment on our own 
reactions, but it’s how | felt.
